Vote could 
Swing tax ax 


Change would lower taxes for 
large numbers of seniors

A Town Meeting article could make a tax exemp- 
tion available to thousands more Andover senior citi- 
zens, in part by lowering the age of eligibility from 70 
to 65. 

As it stands, the senior tax exemption article, pro- 
posed by the Board of Assessors, would amend the 
current regulations for a senior tax exemption in five 
ways. Though it proposed the article, however, the 
Board of Assessors would object to low ering the age 
of eligibility from 70 to 65 — one of the five possible 
changes — because of how many more people would 
be eligible for the exemption 

“Legislation allows for all those (five) options; 
now we need to decide which ones (to support),” says 
Chief Assessor Bruce Symmes 

“The Board of Assessors thinks they should accept 
all of the provision except for lowering the age,” he 
says. “That would increase the amount of applicants.” 

According to Symmes, there are about 45 qualified 
applicants currently using the exemption in Andover 
While any of the five provisions could increase the 
number of applicants, Symmes says he fears thou-

Andover High graduate and NASA sci- 
ence researcher Julie Litzenberger feels the 
human and scientific loss of the Columbia 
shuttle disaster every day, but says she looks 
to the future of space exploration with 
greater resolve. Litzenberger was involved 
with some of the experiments conducted by 
the crew. 

Litzenberger works at the NASA’s Ames 
Research Center in Mountain View, Calif., 
as an assistant researcher. Many of the 
experiments that were lost in the disaster 
came out of Litzenberger’s center. 

When the shuttle disintegrated reentering 
Earth’s atmosphere, “people were devastat- 
ed,” says Litzenberger. Every day she walks 
by a memorial for the crew on her way to

Andover residents will have to 
decide if $4,480,000 is too much to 
swallow for a water-treatment article 
that may have a different purpose 
than they believed last year. 

A Town Meeting article will ask 
residents to support upgrading the 
ozone purification system at the 
water treatment plant. The system 
was installed in the 1980s, and Plant 
Superintendent John Pollano says it 
is at the end of its life cycle. Last 
year at Town Meeting, an article 
passed for the design of the new sys- 
tem and for “additional office and 
Storage space,” according to an 
explanation in the Finance Com- 
mitte book. But the article had noth- 
ing to do with expanding the plant, 
or the amount of water treated, says 
Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski, 
who said he had been confused on

the issue. “It was a huge misunder- 
standing last year,” said Stapezyns- 
ki. “It is not to expand the plant.” 

Stapezynski said last year’s war- 
rant article had nothing to do with 
expanding the amount of water 
pumped from Haggetts Pond, and 
nothing to do with selling water to 
other towns. According to him, the 
money approved last year was strict- 
ly about the design and what was 
being “expanded” was the technolo- 
gy, not the facility. 

“What we're doing this year is 
taking out the old and putting in the 
new,” said Stapezynski. 

“Our main concern is supplying 
water to Andover,” said Pollano, but 
Andover does have a contract to sell 
water to North Reading and parts of 
North Andover, which is part of the 
reason there has been no increase in

It was only two years ago 
when Robert “Bob” Hatem, 
Ando gy teacher and 
assistant varsity basketball 
coach, discovered that he had 
colon cancer at a routine physi-

cal exam. 
“He was in disbelief,” his 
wife, Joni Hatem, recalled. “He 


maintained a healthy lifestyle 
eating the right foods and get- 
ting plenty of exercise; he didn’t 
smoke nor did he drink.” How- 
ever, during the surgery, it was 
discovered that the cancer had 
spread to the liver. Feb. 7, the 
cancer took its toll, and many in 

Andover were left missing 
Hatem. The basketball team 
canceled its game that night, and 
nd teachers turned out 
to an emotional funeral and 
wake 

Hatem taught in the Andover 
school system for 35 years. 
Beginning in 1967, he taught at 
the East (and Doherty) Junior 
High School, until Andover 
High School became a four-year 
school in the late 1980s. “He 
loved the satisfaction of giving 
(kids) a problem and having 
them solve it on their own with 
his guidance,” said Dave Fazio, 
physical education teacher and

AHS varsity basketball coach. 

In return, his students were 
also fond of him. Former stu- 
dent Kiran Raman, now a sec- 
ond-year medical student at 
UMass Medical School, recalled 
Hatem being intense and chal- 
lenging. “You couldn’t skate 
through his class. Yet, he was 
good-natured despite the many 
idiosyncrasies during lab exper- 
iments. How could I forget that 
lab when we had to maintain a 
steady water temperature? 
When the water became too 
warm, like an idiot, I dumped 
tons of ice into the water bath, 
causing the temperature to fall 
too dramatically. When he 
walked by my station, he just 
laughed.” 

“He found teaching reward- 


ing,” said AHS Principal Peter 
Anderson. “Students in Andover 


were interested and grateful in 
learning. Professionally he was 
happy and challenged.” 

His colleagues found him to 
be an inspiration. Noted Leo 
Lafond, long-time friend and 
AHS chemistry teacher, in his 
eulogy, “Bob, himself, became a 
role model for many of us who 
taught with him. In the class- 
room he was an absolute crafts- 
man. He was smart, confident 
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Town remembers teacher Hatem 


and skilled. He always knew 
what to teach and how to teach 
it,” 

Lafond described Hatem as a 
perfect match for coach David 
Fazio. “He offered a certain 
maturity, calmness and perspec- 
tive that some might say Dave 
could use,” said Lafond. “Before 
away games, Bob was very 
deliberate, walking around 
calmly getting things ready to 
go. Dave, on the other hand, 
would run around like the ‘Ener- 
gizer Bunny’ doing five differ- 
ent things at the same time while 
talking to two different people 
on his cell phone. The great 
thing was that despite their dif- 
ferences in pace, both Bob and 
Dave would be ready and board- 
ing the bus at the same time. 


Dave still considers this one of 


the great mysteries of the 
world.” 

After 14 years of coaching 
with Hatem, Fazio learned a lot 
about strategy. Fazio confessed 
that his strategy on the court 
was, at times, more like a 
checkers game, while Hatem 
was always thinking ahead, like 
a chess master. “More impor- 
tantly, he taught me it was a 
game, not a ‘be all,

work. Lost Columbia astronaut 
Kalpana Chawla worked at the 
Ames center until 1994. Some 
of Litzenberger’s colleagues 
knew and worked with her. “It’s 
very emotional coming into 
work. I can’t imagine what it 
would be like (working) at 
Kennedy,” she says. 

Litzenberger says she has 
co-workers who had dedicated 
the past two years to Columbia 
mission 107 — people who had 
not seen their families or chil- 
dren much during that time 
because of their work. The Jan. 
16 blast-off was celebrated. “On 
the 16th we had a lift-off party 
with champagne,” she says. 

Litzenberger’s lab was wait- 
ing for several rats to be 
brought back from space as part 
of a bone loss study. It has been 
proven that humans lose bone 
mass in low and zero gravity 
environments, but Litzenberger 
says, after some time in these 
environments, the rate of bone 
loss slows or stops. Her lab 
would have further studied the 
whys and hows of low-gravity 
bone loss.

Now, all the scientific data 
from Columbia is lost, along 
with the astronauts. “What we 
were going to do, we can’t do,” 
says Litzenberger. 

Litzenberger and others are 
waiting to see exactly what 
affect this disaster will have on 
the space program and their 
lives. “Columbia was the work- 
horse for science missions,” she 
says. 

Litzenberger believes human 
space exploration is important 
and must continue. As a child, 
she feigned illness to stay home 
to watch the Challenger lift off. 
That disaster did not deter her 
love for space exploration. 
Asked if she would still become 
an astronaut if given the chance, 
she says, “Definitely. If any- 
thing the strength of my resolve 
(is greater). If only to keep 
space exploration going.” 

Litzenberger believes NASA 
would not have done anything 
to put the astronauts lives in 
jeopardy. She says the astro- 
nauts lives were lost in the ser- 
vice of life goals. “They died 
because they really believed in 
what we were doing up there,” 
she says. 

Litzenberger noted she was 
speaking only for herself and 
that her views and opinions do 
not necesarily reflect those of 
NASA or the Ames Research 
Center.

When Andover student 
Heather Flemming walks into 
a room at the Lawrence Boys 
and Girls Club, several chil- 
dren scream her name in sheer 
excitement. Flemming says 
her exits are even more dra- 
matic. “They attach them- 
selves to your legs,” she says. 

Flemming, an Andover 
High sophomore who often 
joins the kids in playing with 
clay, is one of more than two 
dozen Andover High volun- 
teers who are greeted on 
Thursdays with smiles and 
squeals of delight from the 
club kids who await their 
arrival. 

Last Thursday, the 
Andover kids had an even 
more emotional visit than 
usual. The Andover students 
| gave $1,581 they had raised to 
the families of the boys who 
drowned in the river accident 
| in December. Some of the 
Andover High volunteers 
were so affected by the 
| drowning accident they decid- 
ed to try to help the families 
| by raising money. “I personal- 
ly knew some of the kids. I 
| helped them with their home- 
| work. It was a pretty big 
deal,” said sophomore Sam 
Berger. 

Berger and fellow AHS 
sophomores and Andover 
Youth Council members John 
Formichella and Liz Minton 
were in town offices during a 
selectman’s meeting shortly 
| after the tragedy and decided 
to ask for air time to appeal to 
Andover residents for money 
| to help the families. “We just 
asked them to cooperate and

give (the families) whatever 
they could. It was around 
Christmastime and they must 
have been having a terrible 
time,” said Formichella. 

The fundraising effort was 
appreciated, but it’s the time 
and energy the students give 
to the children at the club 
every week that impresses 
Andover native and club vol- 
unteer coordinator, Margaret 
(Pike) Cronin. 

Cronin says she’s seen the 
number of AHS volunteers 
swell to 27 from three during 
this school year. The number 
grew not from a program at 
school, but by word of mouth 
among students. “It makes me 
proud to be from Andover,” 
says Cronin, an AHS grad 
herself. 

Every Thursday afternoon, 
Cronin picks up a group of 
AHS students to spend three 
hours at the club. The volun- 
teers help the kids with home- | 
work, listen to them read 
aloud, play games, make 
crafts and just spend time the 
Lawrence children. Cronin 
was a volunteer herself for six 
years before going to work at 
the club part-time. “Once 
someone volunteers they real- 
ly get hooked. You get much 
more than you give,” she says. 

The rewards are apparent. 
Formichella spent time Thurs- 
day listening to 10-year-old 
Natalie Leta read from Yertle 
the Turtle. Natalie squirmed 
in her seat and obviously 
wanted to spend the time talk- 
ing to Formichella instead. “I 
know all these girls and guys. 
You get closer with them 
every week,” he says.

If the new equip- 
ment is installed, a $21 per year 
increase will go into effect in 
2008. Pollano also said that in 30 
years there have only been two 
new hires, and the upgrade will 
require no additional staff. 

Andover treats billions of gal- 
lons of water every year using the 
ozone purification system 
installed in the 1980s. According 
to Pallano, there’s a 15- to 20- 
year life cycle for the equipment 
and it’s at the end of its life cycle. 

The ozone system currently in 
place hasn’t been used since the 
beginning of January; Pollano

said he expects three months to 
pass before it’s up and running 
again. Since the system is down 
for repairs they have had to con- 
vert back to using powder activat- 
ed carbon which primarily deals 
with color and odor problems, as 
opposed to the ozone system, 
which physically removes partic- 
ulate matter, bacteria and algae. 

“Ozone goes a long way,” he 
said. “It does oxidize metals.” 

Pollano says it’s common to 
go offline for a few weeks in the 
winter due to basic maintenance, 
but those weeks are now months 
and the amount of time the sys- 
tem is offline will continue to 
grow with the age of the equip- 
ment. 

“We're doing the work in a 
planned way verses an emer- 
gency,” Pollano said.

1997, voters approved Article 
36, which allowed Andover to 
enter an inter-municipal sewer 
agreement with the town of 
Tewksbury and the city of Low- 
ell. This was in direct response 
to a plea from the Poor Clare 
Sisters saying: 

“We, the Poor Clare Sisters 
of 460 River Road, Andover, 
Massachusetts, must relocate 
our monastery because we can- 
not continue to support/maintain 
our three-story building. In addi- 
tion, our aging community has 
dwindled to 14 sisters. Just in 
the past year, six of our sisters 
have passed away. Given our 
reality, we desperately need to 
build a smaller one-story 
monastery and we petition that 
disposal services and water be 
permitted. Please help us out of 
this dilemma, knowing we shall 
keep you in our prayers. 

“Respectfully, Sr. Therese 
Lacroix, Abbess” 

This was the only explana- 
tion provided for the warrant 
article and was the basis for the 
approval at Town Meeting.

Ctr 
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Lawyers who learned 
to fly with CMGI 
have now left the nest

HE PARTNERS OF A BRAND NEW LAW FIRM do not want to be 
[ison as a subsidiary of Internet company CMGI Inc. But 
Attorney Kevin P. Lanouette, 32, of Windham, N.H., and his 
two partners used to serve as three of CMGI's 16 in-house lawyers 
during the days when the company bought Internet startups and took 
them public at what seemed like light speed. 

Lanouette, a Harvard Law School graduate, represented the com- 
pany in over $5.5 billion worth of merger and acquisition activity. 

And even though he and Thomas B. Rosedale, 30, used to work 
for a major Boston law firm, Hale and Dorr LLP, they cut their teeth 
at CMGI 

“We used to joke we had the best law firm north of Boston,” said 
Lanouette, who described CMGI back then as “acquisition central.” 

“We saw more at this company in three years than you would 
ever see in a lifetime at General Mills,” said Rosedale, who lives in 
Boston. 

After January 2000, CMGI's stock value had a great fall. The 
attorneys who put CMGI together wound up using their expertise to 
take it apart and sell off companies they created. 

“We are battle-tested now,” Rosedale said. 

But Lanouette, Rosedale and Alfred L. Browne III became infect- 
ed with the entrepreneurial bug that guided CMGI. 

In September, the attomeys, all in their early 30s, struck out on 
their own and formed Brown Rosedale & Lanouette LLP - or BRL 
for short. 

“We are not a captured CMGI outsourced legal department,” said 
Lanouette said. “We have real clients.” 

They still retain CMGI as a major client. Lanouette acted as the 
company’s inspector of elections at its recent shareholder meeting. 

Lanouette and Rosedale said they gained a perspective from their 
in-house experience of what a company needs when they hire a law 
firm. 

BRL specializes in mergers and acquisitions, intellectual proper- 
ty rights, real estate and labor issues, said Lanouette, a father of a 5- 
year-daughter, Rachel, and 3-year-old son, Ryan. It’s a firm that an 
entrepreneur might turn to 

The lawyers said they are setting out at a time of upheaval among 
much larger, well-established law firms. 

In December, the 106-year-old Boston law firm Hill & Barlow 
LLP voted to dissolve when a group of real estate lawyers decided to 
leave. 

That event may signal a shake-out of other firms with 100 to 125 
lawyers that have high rents and large salaries but not enough man- 


power to lure corporate clients, said Joseph P.J. Vrabel, president of _| 


the Massachusetts Bar Association. 

“I think there is more room for smaller law firms than there is for 
large law firms,” Vrabel said. 

Today, small firms have an advantage over big ones. 

“They can control their overhead. They can control their client 
base. They don’t have to be all things to all people,” he said. But 
finding the right niche can be a challenge, Vrabel said. 

“There is space for a law firm like us because we are hitting a 
market that is completely under-served right now,” Lanouette said. 

Lanouette said the firm is finding clients among new companies 
that are filling the vacuum in Brickstone Square as CMGI gives back 
space. 

“There are more companies in the Brickstone complex now than 
there was in 1999 when CMGI mostly filled the building,” Lanouette 
said. 

So far, the firm has attracted a company to help automate data 
collection for clinical trials, Lanouette said. 

And it is not limited to technology companies. The attorneys are 
assisting a supermarket chain keep track of its software licenses. 
They have overseen six mergers and acquisitions transactions. 

The firm has kept its startup costs low by picking up surplus tele- 
phones, computers, printers and furniture for “pennies on the dollar,” 
Rosedale said. 

Their offices in Brickstone Square consist of three offices and a 
conference room inside the halls of CMGI. 

Also, to keep costs down, the firm does not have a library stocked 
with expensive law books. 

Instead, the attorneys do their research online. 

While CMGI still represents one-third of the fledgling firm’s 
business, Rosedale and Lanouette said they have attracted enough 
clients through their connections to become an independent law firm 

“We are very fortunate to have CMGI as a client. They are excit- 
ing to work for,” said Lanouette about his former boss and current 
client.

if all of the kindergarten to grade 
3 classrooms were raised to the 
middle of the superintendent's 
class-size policy, Andover could 
welcome more than 120 out-of- 
town students and collect more 
than $588,000. 

The midpoint of the superin- 
tendent’s policy would mean 20 
students per classroom in 
kindergarten, 23 students per 
classroom in grades | and 2 and 
25 students per classroom in 
grade 3. 

An incoming student’s com- 
munity would add $4,900 to 
Andover’s coffers by a state aid 
adjustment. The amount is cal- 


culated at 75 percent of what 
Andover spends per student in 
the district. 

Two of five School Commit- 
tee members have spoken in 
favor of school choice. Gerry 
Gustus said he has been the lone 
supporter for the past two years 
because he believes it would add 
diversity to the schools. Christo- 
pher Smith, who has not yet 
voted on school choice as the 
committee’s newest member, 
said at last week's meeting that 
school choice could help the 
schools raise money.

In a battle that somehow surpassed the con- 
siderable pre-game hype — the AHS boys lost

The Andover girls saw their shot at a perfect 
regular season go up in smoke, as they were 
unpleasantly surprised by upset-minded Central, 
53-50, to snap a lengthy conference win streak 

Both hoop teams rebounded Tuesday night 
with wins against Haverhill, the boys overcom- 
ing a slow start on the way to a 66-47 victory 
and the girls once again rallying late against the 
Hillies to register a 60-58 overtime triumph. 


The final showdown of the week came on

There was cause for celebration elsewhere

Shaw broke Tim Galebach’s mark in the

Shaw placed third in the race, three seconds 
behind the winner, and his 4-minute, 21.29-sec- 
ond time eclipsed Galebach’s record (set in 
2001) by about one second. 

Shaw’s performance came on the heels of 
his recent Herculean effort in a dual meet 
against Phillips Academy, where he won the 
1000 run (2:26.6), the mile (4:48.3) and the two 
mile (10:00.9) in the same afternoon. 

Casper broke the oldest girls indoor track 
record on the Andover books, smashing Maggie 
Meyers’ 30-year-old mark in the 600 yard run 

Competing in the 600 meters at the State 
Coaches Invitational, Casper covered the 600- 
yard distance in 1:26.1 to best Meyers’ 1:29.0 
by almost three seconds

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Car care 101: A 
lesson in preservation 


New or used, vintage or mod- 
ern, people have depended on 
their cars as a means of survival 
ever since the automobile first 
was introduced. 

While cars have evolved sig- 
nificantly over time, and their 
build greatly refined, the ideas 
behind the way cars work have 
remained mostly intact. 

Cars were powered by steam 
and electricity until early this 
century, however, neither proved 
to be practical power sources. 
Electric cars frequently had to be 
stopped in order to recharge their 
heavy batteries. Steam cars, 
though offering a smoother 
power, were difficult to use. 

By 1876, variations on the 
early engine had led to the best 
method of ensuring that the 
engine operated smoothly while 
keeping exhaust emissions at a 
controllable level. 

According to the “Ultimate 
Visual Dictionary” (DK), 
today’s gasoline engines func- 
tion according to the same basic 
principles as the first car engines 
of a century ago. While modern 
engines are lighter, thanks to the 
special metal alloys they are 
made from, today’s combustion 
engines use the same four-stroke 
cycle first demonstrated in 1876. 


Granted, the creation of com- 
puterized ignition systems, fuel 
injectors and multi-valve cylin- 
der heads have enabled modern 
engines to achieve more effi- 
cient combustion, allowing for 
less fuel to be wasted. 

Additionally, the level of pol- 
lution in the exhaust gases of 
modern engines is much lower, 
due to the increasing use of spe- 
cial pollutant-absorbing filters 
called catalytic converters. 

As a result of improvements 
like these, modern engines offer 
better power and cleaner, more 
efficient performance than earli- 
er Variations. 

History has proven that the 
creation of a more efficient 
engine is a timely, not to men- 
tion expensive undertaking. 
However, taking care of a car 
doesn't have to be. 

So, no matter how old that 
car in the garage may be, there's 
a valuable lesson to be learned 
in respecting the elderly as it 
pertains to car care and preser- 
vation. Setting aside a little time 
for car maintenance on a regular 
basis will help get the most 
mileage from a car, and depend- 
ing on the car’s age and make, it 
could bring lasting value as 
well.

Make time for 
simple auto checks 


Unless a car is making 
strange noises or emitting foul- 
smelling fumes, people can per- 
form a simple weekly car check 
on their own vehicle in a matter 
of minutes. 

Following are some basic 
items one should be sure to 
check on a weekly basis, cour- 
tesy of “The Pocket Idiot’s 
Guideto Car Repair” (alpha 
books), by Dan Ramsey, 

- Oil level — Circulated in the 
engine, oil keeps the car’s engine 
parts lubricated and prevents 
them from wearing out. When 
the engine is off, the oil settles to 
the oil pan under the hood. The 
oil-pan stick will indicate the oil 
level and whether or not the oil 
needs to be refilled. 

- Coolant level - A mixture 
of antifreeze fluid and water, 
coolant (located under the hood 
of the car) circulates throughout 
the car’s engine to remove 
excess heat. It then circulates 
throughout the radiator, where 
the airflow cools it before it 
returns through the engine. 

- Windshield-washer fluid 
level — Stored in a container 
beneath the hood of the car. 
Make sure the fluid never falls 
below its appropriate level. 

- Power-steering fluid level 
-If a car has power steering, 
power-steering fluid is what 
makes the car easier to steer 
with less effort. The fluid usual- 
ly is stored in a reservoir under 
the car’s hood. 

Brake fluid levels — 
Hydraulic fluid, or brake fluid, is 
used by the car’s hydraulic sys- 
tem to magnify the pressure of 
your foot on the brake petal to 
stop the car. The fluid is located 
in the master brake cylinder, usu- 
ally under the hood of the car.
